VETERINARY IGNORANCE 


Apes A sabe 
A CAUSE OF CATTLE 
MORTALITY. 


Our Clare Correspondent writes :— 

The toll of tuberculosis among cows (and, 
consequently, among humans) in County 
Clare is alarming. The cost, of compensation 
for cows slaughtered by order of the veter- 
inary authority in West Clare alone amounted 
to £4,000 last year, though the compensation 
in each case was, I learn, merely nominal. 
Some of this loss is, doubtless, unavoidable, 
owing to the shelterless and wet nature of 
the seaboard farms, but most of it is due 
to the hopelessly bad accommodation, the 
pitch dark and airless cowhouses. have 
often seen the cracks in the small wooden 
doors stuffed with rags to prevent a whiff 
of air coming into the dungeons. -And- the 
unhappy cows have to stay from four or five 
on a winter’s afternoon till ten or eleven the 
next day, munching dry hay, without a drink, 
m these dungeons. How long would the 
healthiest human being survive corresponding 
treatment? What a contrast to Denmark or 
Holland, with their glass-windowed and 
electric lit cowhouses. It is a noteworthy 
fact that the few farmers who have iron 
Bates on their cowhouses can keep cows to a 

ale old age, immune from the dread scourge. 
With a current of wind from the south or 


‘east blowing the hay in their stalls, they 


never get a cough or any cold. That is my 
experience for twenty years, at least. 
Disinfectants Scorned. 

Then there is an iron tradition, surely re- 
sponsible íor the death by septic poisoning 
of many cows, to my knowledge, every year. 
It is, that no cow must get any medicine of 
any kind, either before or after calving, for 
nine days at least. The virtues of ergot of 
rye for speedy cleansing are completely un- 
known to the greater number of small farmers. 
When abortion occurs isolation is impossible, 


i disinfectants either scorned or unknown. 


The mortality among young calves is. also 
serious. Veteran and other capable farmers’ 
wives let them die year after year. To most 
of these people the ofily remedies known for 
every infant ailment are castor oil or turpen- 
tine, administered ‘‘ with a heavy hand.” I 


i have even been asked for turpentine for calves 


stricken down with heat apoplexy this past 
summer. There is a big trade done here in 
young calves,” brought in lorries from the 
creamery counties, which readily fetched 
from £4 to £5 10s, all this year. These have 
been fed while awaiting sale in the public 
streets by their vendors on pints of stout. 
Small wonder that they die at a month or 
two old, though seemingly thriving when 
bought at a few days or weeks old. A 
countrywoman from Limerick told me that a 
pint of stout was as good as a gallon of new 
milk: Many people who have separators do 
an equally deadly thing when they give the 
milk warm from the spout, with no added 
meals. They are surprised when their calves 
die— “ getting plenty all along,’’ they say. 

The Departanent pays a veterinary Officer 
for the county. Would it be too much to ask 
that the haplessly ignorant people. should 
get even an hour’s instruction ¥en month on 
these elementary rules of feeding, hygiene, 
and care in sickness of. their cattle. Their 
ignorance is pitiable. The fluke is a scourge, 
to which, it seems, they must bow their 
heads when it comes. But not so tuber- 
culosis, common scour, hoose, and the various 
lesser and entirely curable diseases of cattle.

A  PLETHORA OF 
REMEDIES.

‘There is the latest official 
remedy, that of the Banking Commission, 
who, again, look upon ‘‘ Government support” 
as “an unfortunate necessity,’’ but who de- 
sire this support to materialise in terms of 
a new credit institution.

scription are mere ‘‘ herbs and simples’’ we 
would answer that we know them to be safe, 
and believe they will prove efficacious if 
tried. We are confirmed in our views by the 
fact that similar. opinions are put forward in 
the last authoritative utterance on the sub- 
ject, that contained in the Banking Commis- 
sion s second interim report on agriculturai 
credit. But we desire to emphasise the ‘m- 
portance -of. those ingredients, which, whilst 
not at variance with the report, are not 
stressed in it: the importance to the farmer 
of being, to some extent at least, his awn 
physician. We know he does well to seek 


consultants should discuss publicly, and 
even, perhaps, dispute openly, the merits of 
their various forms of cure for an ailment 
so deep-seated and long standing as to justify 
different diagnoses. But, besides the danger 
that the farmer, in bewilderment, may lose 
confidence in his advisers, there is a deeper 
danger still : he may lose confidence in his 
own recuperative powers! 


Confidence and Convaleacence. 


Now, the disease-resisting power of farming 
as an industry is marvellous, but it is not 
infinite.

Destroy that | 
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| ECONOMY IN STOCK 
FEEDING. 


(BY WALTER BIFFEN.) 

Probably no branch of farm management 
will better repay study than that of feeding 
stock economically. As is well known, the 
maintenance requirements of a cow must be 
satisfied before she can utilise food for milk 
roduction. From this it is obvious that milk 
is produced at the lowest cost per gallon by 
those cows which give the highest yield, since 
the charge for maintenance (as for attend- 
ance) is less per gallon when distributed over 
three or four gallons than when borne by one 
or two gallons. 


Straw and Roots. 

Straw and roots are largely fed to dairy 
cattle, and often form the maintenance ration 
of dry cows, to whom nothing else may be 
supplied. These foods are useful as cheap 
sources of carbohydrate, and in providing the 
bulk required. But roots and straw are so 
poor in: protein that large and often un- 
economical, quantities have to be consumed 
for a cow to obtain even the small amount 
of protein necessary for maintenance. Oat 
‘straw contains about 1 per cent. of digestible 
reves with nearly 40 per cent. of carbo- 
1ydrates. Roots contain from 0.7 to 1 per 
cent. of digestible protein, but only some 10 
per cent. of carbohydrates. Where no hay is 
available, a common basic ration for dairy 
cows is about 40lb. of roots, with some 
20-24lbs. straw. 

In such cases straw is often given 
ad ib., but a cow would seldom eat more 
than 24lb. daily. These quantities provide 
about 13lb. of carbohydrates (which is, at 
least, 5ib. more than the maintenance re- 
Geremeete), but only about 9-100z. of 

igestible protein, which is 4 or Bos. short of 
the amount of this constituent needed. Even 
for a dry cow, therefore, it is desirable that 
the ration of hay and straw should be supple- 
mented by a small quantity of some con- 
centrated food, providing the needed protein. 
No additional carbohydrate is  requred. 
however. 

Producing Cheaply. 

It is evident that in order to obtain what 
is wanted as cheaply as possible, the food to 
buy is the one that contains the largest 
quantity of protein according to its price, or, 
in other words, the one that provides protein 
in high quantity at the lowest unit price. 
In such a case it would be the opposite of 
economy to buy the required protein in the 
form of bran, which contains only 11 per cent. 
of? digestible protein and 50 per cent. of 
carbohydrate, even if it could be hought at 
£6 a ton, when decorticated cotton cake, 
with 35 per cent. of digestible protein and 
20 per cent. of carbohydrate, could be pur- 
chased at £10 a ton, for it is evident that 
three times as much bran as cotton cake 
would be required to bring about the 
necessary results. 

Fattening Animals, 

The same kind of rule applies to many 
other concentrated foods, where the price per 
ton includes the value of a good deal of 
carbohydrates not wanted by animals which 
are receiving plenty of farm-grown foods. 
Fattening animals, of course, require a larger 
proportion of carbohydrates than dairy cows 
and young growing stock; in fact, it may be 
taken that a fattening bullock requires about 
the same quantity of protein as a three. 
gallon cow, but about ólb. more of carbo- 
hydrates. A cake containing a good deal cf 
carbohydrate, as well as a high percentage of 
protein, can, therefore, be profitably used for 
such stock. . 


STALLIONS FOR IRISH 
HUNTER DISTRICTS. 


To replace worn out hunter stallions or 
introduce new sires wherever the needs of 
the hunter-breeding industry demand it, the 
Department of Agriculture has recently im- 
orted from England nine well-bred thorough- 
bead stallions, which have been resting at 
the Stud Farm, Chantilly, County Dublin. 
These have been already allocated to certain 
hunter-breeding districts, where they will be 
used for the service of nominated mares dur- 
ing the coming season. On condition that 
they are used in connection with the Depart- 
ment’s Horse Breeding Scheme for the im- 
provement of hunters, these stallions can be 
purchased on easy terms from the Depart- 
ment. The concession allowéd depends 
largely on the needs of the district concerned, 
but the arrangement is one which shows that 
horse-breeding is not being neglected.

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IMPROVING COW BYRES. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE. 


In view of the unpalatable, but truthful,

Under the Louden-King system the tubular 
steel fittings adopted here each cow has her 
own stall and water bowl. The width of 
each stall is 3ft. 6in., while the resting space 
for big cows is 5ft., with a good-sized channel 
at the rear for receiving the dung. Two 
smaller stalls are fitted at one end of the 
house for such cattle as Jerseys, which are 
used here regularly to keep up the richness 
of the milk. 

There are two overhead runways, one for 
bringing in the food from the root house 
adjoining and one for removing the manure. 
The food carrier is brought in right along by 
the mangers, which can thus be filled without 
loss of time or waste of material, while the 
carrier for removing the dung is brought in 
behind the animals. When loaded it is 
pushed along the runway to another ‘yard, 
from which the manure is subsequently re- 
moved to a suitable pit. The new cow-house 
channels are so arranged that the liquid 
manure drains directly into a special tank. A 
simple device, made on the premises, prevents 
the water used for washing the byres going 
te same way and reducing the strength of 
the liquid manure. 


Drinking Water Plentiful. 


The use of the water bowls ensures for the 
animals a regular supply of the liquid which 
they need, and as the pipes are run 
under that part of the floor where 
the cows lie, the water comes with the chill 
off in winter. . All these contrivances save 
labour, and make for cleanliness and comfort. 

There is ample light and ventilation, there 


j being eight windows and four large root 


lights, with a louvre ventilator in the roof. 
The windows are fixed, but can be opened 
to ensure, an upward draught of fresh air 
when the weather is cold, or removed to allow 
of a direct draught in summer. 

Except in the substantial sliding doors and 
door-frames, no timbér is used in the. con- 
struction of the house, which was erected by 
Messrs Thompson Bros., Wexford. . ‘ 


Outlay Required. 


The cost of putting in the Louden-King 
stalls in this case worked out at about £4 
ier cow. This, however, may range down to 

Ss. per cow, according to the style of fitting 
wanted, and is apart from the erection ot 
the building. 

The concrete floors, it should be mentioned, 
are not grooved, but simply roughed over, 
because they are thus more easily kept clean. 

A clean white overall and cap is supplied 
to the milker, who is also obliged to wash 
his. hands before milking, and use . an 
aluminium or galvanised milking stool. 


Cleaning and Feeding Cows, 

Clipping of the udder, tail and flank of 
each cow is practised as a further precaution 
against dirt getting into the milk, while 
turnp taint is prevented hy feeding the roots 
after milking. Each cow’s milk record is 
marked on a slate in the byre, and the feed- 
ing is arranged on the basis of yield. The 
ration comprises :— 

2 parts cereals, mainly oats. 

1 part coconut cake. 

1 part cotton cake. 

1 part yeast cake. 

Malt combings are sometimes used as a 
substitute when the price is economical, 

In addition to roots and some hay, each 
cow receives from ó to 34lb. of this mixture 
of concentrates for each gallon of milk 
The concentrates are given before milking, 
and the fact that water is laid on in the 
bowls is helieved to have the effect of keep. 
ing down the consumption of roots. At milkin 
time, the cows showed every cvidence « 
good treatment, and Mr. Pim bekeves that 
the expense to which he has gone is yielding 

ood results. Most of his milk is sold fresh 
ocally.

VALUE OF DAIRY

Peril in China. 


The latest news from China is very 
grave. Whether through deliberate policy 
or through failure of military discipline, 
mob law prevails in the provinces which 
the northward march of the Kuomintang 


armies has occupied. War is being 
preached against all. foreigners; the anti- 
Christian movement, stimulated from 


Moscow, threatens the safety of hundreds 
of missionaries: Already many have been 
forced to save their lives by flight, and the 
premises of the Roman Catholic mission 
at Tayeh, near Hankow, have been 
destroyed. At Hankow itself bloodshed on 
a large scale has been averted only by the 
admirable restraint of the naval force 
which had been landed to protect the 
British Concession. “For four hours on 
Monday this thin line of marines kept a 
menacing mob at bay without the firing of 
a shot. On Tuesday it was withdrawn by 
agreement with the city authorities, and, 
although the mob swarmed immediately 
into the Concession, the marines have 
kept to their ships. The British naval 
commander—very wisely, as we think— 
refused to risk a fight for which his forces 
are inadequate, especially as the loss of 
Chinese lives might have furnished the 
Cantonese leaders with an excuse for 
wholesale attacks on defenceless foreigners. 
For the moment the foreign residents are 
unharmed, and the British Government is 
hurrying naval reinforcements to the scene. 
During the past few weeks the Cantonese 
have been more concerned to consolidate 
their military position than to advance 
it. They have proclaimed ‘the three 
neighbouring cities of Wuchang, Hankow 
and Hanyang as their new capital—per- 
haps, the. future capital of China—under 
the collective name of Wuhan, and have 
been conducting an intense campaign of 
political. propaganda throughout the 
central provinces. Now, ‘however, a 
resumption of military activity is being 
forced upon them from the East, where 
Sun Chuan-fang has chosen attack as the 
best form of defence. He has flung his 
armies in front of Hangchow, and the 
fate of Shanghai will depend upon the 
issue of the coming battles. 

The fact that China’s immediate future 


hangs on the hazard of battle explains the. 


attitude of at least two Great Powers to 
the British Memorandum. Japan, having 
allied herself frankly with Chang Tso-lin, 
rejects a scheme which admits Canton’s 
right to collect taxes in the conquered 
provinces. France, refusing to surrender 
her treaty rights, is waiting to see how the 
cat will jump. Britain, alone among the 
Powers, has shown courage to recognise 
the wholly changed situation in China, 
wisdom to accept with a good grace losses 
that, indeed, are inevitable, and generosity 
to endorse all reasonable aspirations of 
the new nationalism. It was not to be 
expected that either the Northern War 
controlled from Tokio, or the 
Kuomintang, controlled at present from 
Moscow, would accept Britain’s strictly 
impartial scheme as a basis of immediate 
settlement. Certainly we cannot hope that 
it will make any progress in the 
tumultuous conditions of the hour, when 
Britain’s predominating concern must be 
the safety of British lives in China. Never- 
theless, there is no reason for despair, or 
even for despondency, in minds that have 
any knowledge of Chinese history and of 
the Chinese. character. The Chinese 
people are not. Bolsheviks, and, in spite 
of the present anti-foreign frenzy among 
the ignorant classes, we can regard the

. THE CHINESE SITUATION.

The situation in China is again causing 
considerable anxiety at the Foreign Office, 
where it is acknowledged that Bolshevist 
propaganda against this country plays a 
great part in the trouble. I[t has been 
recognised for some time past that there 
was to be a great Bolshevist attack upon 


| our textile industries, and in China the 


rtunity lay at hand. Lancashire 
eadh is seatly affected by the disturb. 
ances, and it is feared that it may suffer 
seriously unless there is a change. It is 
a satisfaction, however, that the Chinese 
merchants in most of the treaty ports 
are afraid of the Bolshevist intrigues, and 
will not help them in any way. 


The Hankow Disturbances. 


Up to this evening no official news had 
heen received from Hankow, but it was 
stated that there are sufficient forces on 
the spot to cope with any disturbance by 
a Chinese mob. High appreciation was 
expressed in Government circles of the 
restraint and .courage shown by -the 
British marines on Monday in face oil 
the continued provocation offered by the 
mob, particularly in view of the necessity, 
if at all possible, of avoiding conflict of 
any kind. The fact that the British and 
other foreign Concessions line the river 
front at Hankow is pointed out as an 
assurance that the British nationals easily 
can leave if necessity compels such a step. 
It is not concealed that the necessity may 


not be long delayed. 
Mr. Coates’s Departure. 


There was a great gathering of New 
Zealanders at Waterloo Station this 
morning when the Prime -Minister of 
New Zealand, Mr. J. Graham Coates, 
began his journey home. A number of 
Maoris did a weird little dance as they 
shouted “Hukka’’ as a farewell. Mr. 
Coates, last of the Dominion Premiers 
to leave after the Imperial Conference, 
is travelling to New York by the 
Aquitania, then to Montreal and by the 
Canadian National Railway to Vancouver, 
where he will embark for New Zealand. 
Mr. Coates was highly optimistic on the 
future, remarking that England was the 
keystone of the Parnes and, if she was 
doing well, the Empire as a whole should 
not have much to grumble about.

SHANGHAI'S FATE. 


BATTLE BEGINS: CIVILIANS 
IN FLIGHT. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

The struggle for the possession of 
Shanghai is accentuated owing to the im- 
portance of Shanghai in relation to the 
contro! of China’s foreign trade. 
Shanghai controls approximately half of 
the total foreign trade of the country. 

Preliminary fighting has started between 
the Nationalist forces and Northern troops 
in the vicinity of Hangchow, the capital 
of Chekiang Province, about a hundred 
miles south-west of Shanghai. The 
Southern troops have invaded Chekiang 
from the adjoining provinces of Kiangsi 
and Fukien. Cá 

The first clashes are reported to be in- 
decisive, but the civilian population is 
stated to be evacuating Hangchow and 
fleeing to Shanghai. 

The Southern strength is unknown, but 
the Northern military strength here in 
Shanghai is approximately a hundred 
thousand troops. They are well equipped 
with artillery, machine guns, trench 
mortars and armoured cars, chiefly sup- 
plied by Marshal Chang Tso-lin from the 
Mukden arsenal. 

General Chang Chung Chang, the Feng 
Tien Tupan of Shantung Province, is also 
utilising three thousand white Russian 
mercenaries for the purpose of off-setting 
the Soviet Russian assistance rendered to 
the Cantonese forces.

The 
authority to hold the conference, it is 
hoped, will shortly be given, when those 
concerned will be asked to submit schemes 
for the economic development of the 
fisheries.

STATEMENTS TO BE TAKEN. 

One, at least, of the interests concerned 
has requested that about six weeks should 
elapse between the date of the announce- 
ment of the conference and the actual 
day on which it will be held, so. that 
sufficient time may be available to prepare 
a case. Members of the conference will 
be asked to submit statements as to what. 
in their view would be the most useful 
steps to take to improve and develop the 
industry, and these statements will form 
the basis of discusion which will last for, 
perhaps, a week or more. The Depart- 
ment of Fisheries will also submit a state- 
ment of its own views on the matter. i 

Invitations to attend the conference 
have; I understand, been sent to the Irish 
Fishermen’s Association and other persons 
engaged in the fisheries, fish-cuying estab- 
lishments, fish salesmen and exporters and 
others interested in the commercial side 
of the industry, the carrying companies, 
including the railway and shjpping com- 
panies, the Ministries of Finance, 
Fisheries, Industry. and Commerce. and 
financial interests, whose contribution to 
the discussion would deal particularly 
with the problem of financing the develop- 
ment of the fisheries.

RESCUE BY DUTCH TUG IN 
THE ATLANTIC. 


The British steamer Ravenscar arrived 
in Queenstown yesterday in tow of the 
Dutch tug Zwartezee, having been towed 
for the past five days from a position in 
mid-Atlantic, almost six hundred miles 
west of the Irish coast, at an average speed 
of six knots an hour. 

The Ravenscar became disabled owing to 
engine trouble on December 26th when in 
latitude 50.31 North, longitude 25.35 West. 
Wireless messages for assistance were sent 
out, and they were picked up by other 
vessels in the Atlantic, which were, how- 


ever, too far away from the Ravenscar . 


vessel to render help without making a big 
deviation from their course. 

GREW’S FRUITLESS. EFFORTS. 

The crew then endeavoured to repair the 
damage, but all their efforts proved un- 
successful. Then another S.O.S. message 
was sent out, in answer to which the 
Dutch tug Zwartezee left Queenstown. 
She arrived at the position indicated by 
the Ravenscar on December 3lst, and, con- 
necting up with the disabled vessel, the 
long towage to Queenstown began 

Except for a moderate westerly gale, 
nothing of an eventful character happened 
during the towage, and both ships arrived 
safely. 

The Ravenscar (5,148 tons) was. bound 
from Barry, South Wales, to Portland 
Maine, in ballast. She is operated by the 
Smith Pritchard Company, of Cardiff, for 
the British Dominions Steamship Com- 
pany. Her repairs, which are expected to 
occupy three weeks, will be carried out 
locally. sis; 

LOST PROPELLER. 

Another disabled vessel of American 
nationality, the George Allen (5,868 tons), 
was due off Queenstown last night in tow 
of her sister ship, William Campion 
(5,766 tons). 

The George Allen left Hampton Roads 
on December 14th for the United King- 
dom, whilst the William Campion left 
Avonmouth on . December 20th for New 
York. 

The George Allen has lost her. propeller, 
and will be repaired locally.

MILITARY GONE AND 
FACTORIES CLOSED. 


‘At the meeting of South Tipperary 
County Council, Councillor Barry pro- 
posed that, owing to the appalling misery 
so widely prevalent in Tipperary town 
because of the large amount of unemploy- 
ment prevailing there, the Council request 
the Local Government Minister to give a 
grant of £1,500 for relief work in that 
town, and that a deputation be appointed 
to wait on the Minister to press the 
urgency of the case for a grant. 

He said that Tipperary was harder hit 
than any town in the State. It had been 
a big military centre, but the military 
were gone; Cleeve’s factory, which em. 
ployed 300, was burned. The lactose 
factories, employing 100, were closed; the 
mineral water factory and the glove 
factory were closed; the Munster House, 
which employed about 40 hands, was 
burned, while the training centre in the 
town, which caused a yearly expenditure 
of £10,000, was shut down. The resultant 
conditions in the town were painful and 
galling, and there was an urgent need for 
relief. : |

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MR. BRUCE'S VIEWS. 
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| DOMINIONS TO PAY FOR 


“NAVAL DEFENCE. 


on the 
relationship of the Dominions 
to Great Britain have been de- 


livered by Mr. Bruce, the Australian: 


Premier, in Toronto and. Ontario. 
Nothing, he said, was done at the 
Imperial Conference which was de- 
trimental to the Empire. Some of 
the ideas in circulation he character- 
ised as ‘* unadulterated nonsense,” 
and he declared that the Conference 
did not lay down a single new prin- 
ciple. The solidarity of the Empire 
was in no way threatened or im- 
perilled by the Conference pro- 
ceedings. 

Below are points from his speeches 
quoted by Reuter’s Correspondents : 


UNITY OF THE EMPIRE.

“I know. that a number of people 
who have a very. live and loyal 
belief in the British Empire, and who 
believe that great Empire to be the 
greatest force towards universal peace in’ 
the world, have a kind of apprehension 
that some things have been done at the 
Imperial Conference which might eventu- 
ally lead to disintegration. 

“I wish to say that there is not the 
slightest foundation for such suspicions 
or allegations. .What was done there was 
done with my cordial co-operation and 
assistance, because I believed that it was 
wise and tending towards a closer union 
of the Empire. 

“If the. determinations of the Con- 
ference had tended in the slightest degree 
to impair that unity, they would never 
have had my consent, and I would have 
fought to the last ditch to prevent such 
action.” 


FOREIGN REPRESENTATION. 


Referring to the appointment of a 
Canadian Minister in Washington, Mr. 
Bruce said that he did not consider such 
representation was necessary for Australia ; 
but Canada’s relations with the United 
States made it quite reasonable, and he 
could not see anything in Canada’s course 
of action tending towards the break-up of 
the Empire. 

“But all the world has realised that 
the British representative at a foreign 
Court representing the whole British 
Empire is the. most important person 
they have in their midst.. I would say 
that, so far as Australia is concerned, 
when we have some difficult question in a 
foreign country, we are going to use all 
the prestige that the British Ambassador 
has and which he, as the representative 
of the whole British Empire, carries all 
the world over.”’ i 


COST OF DEFENCE. 


Every self-governing British Dominion 
must undertake its full quota of the cost 
of defence to thé utmost of its ability to 
pay, or accept a position of inferiority 
within the Empire. | 

National independence means national 
responsibility. Every Dominion must 
provide for its own defezice and take a 
part in protecting its own seaborne trade. 
After Great Britain, Canada had the 
greatest inter-imperial trade. 

We must recognise our great obligation 
to the mother country for her sacrifices on 
our behalf during the war. Are we going 
to continue to allow the mother country to 
spend over £51 per head of her popula- 
tion for our defente, while we spend only 
a few shillings, especially when the 
people of the homeland are so sorely 
pressed and the Dominions are passing 
through a period of great prosperity ? 

Those Dominions that can say that they 
are “going out ” for themselves and 
forget their imperial duties have not got 
the first basis of great nations. 


CANADA'S FUTURE. 


If Canada does not develop her great 
trade connections in other directions, she 
will become commercially and industrially 
more closely linked to the United States, 
and will find her national aspirations 
undermined. 

Canada should look Kast to Britain and 
West to Australia for the expansion of her 
trate and industrial relations, rather than 
to the United States. 

You are a most sane people. We 
Australians are much like you—in this 
respect, that we have a profound belief in 
ourselves and our country, and we hope 
that these two great Dominions, Canada 
and Australia, will go ahead together in 
the great march of progress.

MAROONED ON A 
ROCK. 


DEVONPORT FAMILY’S 
ADVENTURE. 


— 


A Devonport family who left Dart- 


mouth last Saturday afternoon in a sail-. 


ing cutter for Plymouth had a trying ex- 
perience. They were—Herbert Gendle, 
aged 48, of Devonport Dockyard;. his 
wife, Minnie, and their daughter, Hilda, 
aged 13. 

With a fair breeze and tide they left 
at four oclock on Saturday afternoon, 
and the journey should have occupied 
eight hours. Nothing, however, was heard 
ol the travellers until yesterday afternoon, 
when they were found on the rocks near 
Hope Cove. They had been -isolated 
there since Monday morning, their boat 
having gone ashore and smashed. 

Fortunately, the man was able to salve 
food for them, the boat carrying some 
food and a stove; but all, particularly the 
woman and child, suffered severely from 
exposure, and were unable to climb the 
rocky coast in order to get shelter. They 
were taken by coastguards and fishermen 
to Hope Cove, where they were provided 
with shelter, clothing and food. 

THE WRECK OF THE BOAT. 

Gendle stated that he had to contend 
with difficulties soon after leaving Dart- 
mouth’ on Saturday. On Sunday, being 
unable to reach Salcombe, he tried to cross 
Bigbury Bay, but the boat was blown 
back, and late at night he decided to 
anchor till dawn. 

The next morning he found himself so 
close to the shore that he cut the anchor 
adrift and endeavoured to reach the open 
sea. The boat drifted towards the rocks, 
and, after he had put his wife and 
daughter ashore, it became a_ wreck. 
Fortunately, they had saved some food, 
and sought shelter in a cave ab the foot 
of cliffs nearly four hundred feet high and 
practically impassable. 

When the food gave out their only sub- 
sistence was water percolating through 
the roof of the cave. Gendle continually 
blew a whistle and waved articles of cloth- 
ing to attract the attention of fishing 
boats, but without result. It was only 
when coastguards and fishermen saw the 
floating wreckage of the boat and 
organised a search that they were traced. 
Their rescue was effected by means of 
rope ladders.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S 
LETTER. 


Mr. Lloyd George writes in a letter to |: 


The .Times:—In.. your. leading article 
to-day on “M. Briand’s Declarations,’’ 
you say: “It is a pity that in his defence 
of the Locarno principle the French 
Foreign Minister should have gone so far 
as to claim that its foundations was laid 
I do not doubt the 
sincerity of your regret, but the facts 
stand on record, and M. Briand was 
strictly accurate when in his interview he 
said: “TL was not at Locarno -that the 
foundations of the systems of peace which 
he desired to establish in Europe were 
laid; it was at Cannes. There was to 
have been a Franco-British agreement in 
which Germany was to be invited. to parti- 
cipate, and then Belgium and Italy, and 
later other Continental Powers. At the 
succeeding Genoa Conference it was to 
have been a condition of entry that 
Governments should sign a formal declara- 
tion of non-aggression.”” Y¥éu contradict 
M. Briand without apparently taking the 
trouble to read the Memorandum sub- 
mitted by me, on behalf of the British 
Government, to M. Briand at Cannes in 
1922. To state, as the. article does, that 
the whole pygport of the Memorandum 
was that, on &ttain conditions which were 
indicated, Great Britain would defend 
France against invasion by Germany, is, 
to say the least, most misleading: The 
main purport of the Memorandum was 
contamed in the very conditions. which 
your article dismisses so summarily. 

For instance, amongst those conditions 
is the establishment of a pact, “ by which 
all countries should join in an undertak- 
ing to refrain from aggression against 
their neighbours.” | 

In a ‘footnote to the letter The Times 
comments as follows :—Mr. Lloyd George’s 
quotation does not meet the argument in 
the leading article to which he takes, ex- 
ception. It is taken from the familiar 
peroration of his Cannes memorandum, in 
which the general hope was expressed that 
all nations should join in an undertaking 
to refrain from aggression against their 
neighbours. That ideal, ‘indeed, had 
already been embodied in the Covenant of 
the League. The International Conference 
proposed in the memorandum was specifi- 
cally described as an “ Economic ” Con- 
ference. It actually met at Genoa, and 
notorjqusly ended in a fiasco; but the 
only immediate political proposal con- 
tained in the memorandum was that Great 
Britain should guarantee, on certain con- 
ditions, the territorial integrity of France. 
There was no word about reciprocal treat- 
ment for Germany. Even in the extract 
quoted by Mr. Lloyd George above, “ the 
wider scheme of international co-opera- 
tion,” is to be accomplished ‘‘ by collabo- 
ration between the Allies.”’

The situation at Kiukiang and Monday’s 
disturbing fracas at Hankow, together 
with other manifestations of growing poli- 
tical unrest, indicate a crisis. The danger 
is focused at Hankow, where the Govern- 
ment claiming té represent the National- 
ism of the country is doing so much to 
embarrass foreigners that it is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that the end in view 
is to make their position altogether im- 
possible. . 

It is claimed that the development of 
anti-foreign agitation has for its political 
object the compelling of foreign Govern- 
ments to recognise the. power of the 
Nationalists, and thereby induce them to 
make wholesale concessions. That ex- 
planation might be acceptable were it not 
known that the Cantonese movement -is 
being financed by Russian money, and 
that the policy that is being pursued is 
inspired by Russian advisers. 
sistently directed against the British, the 
hand of Moscow is plainly visible. It 
may well be asked whether the Cantonese 
movement is genuinely Nationalist or is it 
cloaking a plot of the Bolshevists to use 
the Chinese Nationalism for their own 
sinister purposes. 

The British Government has already en- 

deavoured to get in touch with the 
Cantonese, and it is assumed that the in- 
formal conversations held at Hankow are 
to be resumed.
